The  vnley  is  where  the  worship  of  Motock 
was  once  held  and  where  for  long  years  the 
refuse  of  the  city  was  dumped.  Ijt  is  not  now 
what  it  once  was,  a norrow,  deep  and  gloomy 
gorge.  Having  been  the  dumping  station  so 
long  it  is  now  considerably  filled  up.  When 
its  bottom  was  a naked  rock,  many  feet  below 
the  pre-eot  surface,  and  the  rock  walls  around 
Mt.  Z’ofa  raised  high  above  it,  it  must  have 
been  well  adapted  to  the  horrid  orgies  prac- 
ticed theire  by  the  apostate  beings  of  Judah. 
At  presept  the  valley  below  the  lower  pool 
has  a broad,  rich  floor  where  olives  and  vege- 
tables are,  gtown.  In  the  spring  grain  is 
groikn  heire,  because  the  olive  trees  while  rich 
and  shady  dq  not  stand  close  enough  to  pre- 
vent the^natpring  of  grain.  After  passing 
.through  ffajj  valley  we  land  at  our  hotel  late 
in  the  afternoon,  too  late  to  make  any  excur- 
sion in  or  around  the  city.

On 
both  sides  of  where  I stand  high  mountain 
peaks  can  be  seien.  Yonder  is  old  Mizpah  to 
the  souih,  and  to  the  east  the  dark  gloomy 
outlines  of  the  mountains  of  Moab  across  the 
Dea<|  Sea  can  be  seen.  Looking  closer  about 
me  I am  astonished  to  find  on  both  sides  of 
my  hotel  and  on  the  west  and  northwest  sides 
of  the  city  a new  town  has  sprung  up.  The 
gates  of  the  city  are  no  longer  closed  at  night 
and  the  Bedourfain  is  further  back  in  the  hills 
and  no  longer  makes  his  raids  on  those  with- 
out the  gates,  so  all  the  improvements  now 
being  m*de  are  without  the  walls.

G.  Elliott  in 
the  absence  ot  Dr.  O.  Dj  B >w<n,  moderator, 
which  was  occasioned  byj  dt  lidded  tiain. 

After  devotional  exercises  and  the  usual 
routine,  ihe  Association  ftrcctedtd  to  the 
election  of  eflicers,  which  resulted  in  the  re- 
election  ef  her  former  faithful  and  efficient 
officials,  O.  D.  Bowen,  licdtritor;  Chas.  G. 
Elliott,  clerk  and  treasurer)  iboth  of  whom 
have  served  c».n  ii  u uslj  in  their  prestnt  re- 
spective e ffic'al  capjciii*^  sjnfce  it-  organiza- 
tion with  this  church  six  years  ago.  There 
were  some  doubtless  at  that  time  who  could 
not  fully  appreciate  the  ri'sfyh1  of  the  move 
to  organize  a new  associafioA  in  south  Mis- 
sissippi, but  there  are  none  to]lay  who  would 
dare  question.  From  a fejw efh'urchts compos-

The  price  of  the  paper  was  $5.00  a 
year  until  Aug.  2,  1866,  after  that  time  $4.00 
a year  for  single  copy. 

Elder  H.  M.  Atkins  appeared  as  editor 
January ^ii,  1867,  and  associated  with  him 
Elder  foseph  Sosrby,  March  7,  1867.  On 
May  i€^i867,  Whitfield,  Ward  & Co.  wtre 
proprietors,  wiih  Elder  Theodore  Whitfield 
as  editor,  and  Elder  Joseph  Sosrby  associate 
editor.  The  last  number  preserved  is  a copy 
of  Sept.  p6,  1867. 

The  design  of  of  the  paper  was  to  foster 
Foreign  Missions,  Home  Missions,  the  edu- 
cational interests  and  the  Orphan's  Home.

He  shys  we  can  obtain 
one  hundred  thousand  gallons  daily  from  the 
well.  We  cannot  possibly  use  one-fourth  of  to 
that.  The  water  has  a temperature  of  70  de- 
g ees,  and  is  a pure  free  Itone  water,  com- 
paratively free  fiom  mineral,  and  will  be 
well  adapted  for  all  purposes. 

I do  not  know  the  exact  ^epth  of  the  well, 
but  judging  from  the  amount  of  casing  pipe 
put  in  would  say  about  fojur  hundred  feet, 
roughly  speaking.  The  cost  has  been  about 
$800,  and  $200  more  will  be  needed  to  equip 
the  well  with  pumping  apparatus  The  sub- 
scription made  at  Convention  will  be  suffi- 
cient when  paid.  Much  is  still  unpaid  but 
perfectly  go  d.  On  account  of  delay  in  pay- 
ment w*  had  to  borrow  fooo  to  keep  the 
work  g tiling;  and  trust  every 'subscription  will 
be  paid  as  early  as  possible.

No.  Because  the  etdetuutical  standing  of 
the  anti  missionary  churches  is  as  good  as  the 
missionary  churches.  In  the  early  history  of 
the  Kentucky  and  Tennessee  churches  and 
associations  united  and  no  mention  is  made 
of  another  baptism. 

Besides,  if  we  reject  a member  on  account 
of  his  anti-missionary  procllvitits,  we  would 
reject  perhaps  three-fourths  of  our  own  mem- 
bers on  ihe  same  score.  I atr.  aware  of  the 
fact  that  the  above  opinion  will  not  meet  the 
approval  of  some  of  our  brethren— yet  the 
facts  as  stated  are  nevertheless  true. 

It  may  be  said  that  anti-fiiissionary  breth- 
ren do  not  endorse  our  baptism,  that  may  be 
true,  but  it  is  m vertheless  true  we  do  not  re- 
gard their  practice  as  the  standard  of  orthor- 
doxy.  We  are  not,  therefefe  to  measure  our 
practice  by  their  standards.  We  confess  they 
are  wrong  on  the  question  of  missions,  but 
does  this  fact  unchurch  them  ? If  so  the 
same  fact  unchurches  many  of  our  people.
